Selling Life Insurance

There are many reasons
why newspaper advertising
ought to be effective in sell-
ing life insurance. No one
wants to see a life insurance
agent—and yet so thorough-
lv has the public been edu-
cated upon this guestion that
the beneficence of life insur-
ance is now universally rec-
ognized. While the man of
average intelligence knows
that life insurance is a good
thing and that he ought to
carry it, he does not want to
be “‘talked’ into it,

There are many reasons
for this He does nuot want
to waste time listening to
arguments in behalf of some-
thing that requires no argu-
ment. Another reason is
that he has a natural relue-
tance of being reminded of
the approach of death, No
man in the possession of his
senses wants to contemplate
the possibility of death, and
vet he knows very well that
it is coming to him and that
he ought to make some pro-
vision for those he will leave
behind. But he does not
want to be told by an agent,
or any one else, that he is
going to die sometime,

Another yeason is, the
agent is not selling him any-
thing tangible, Iu this re-
spect the book agent has an
advantage over the life in-
surance  man. The book
agent is selling something
vou ean touch and handle.
The life insurance man is
selling *““blue sky’ — he is
dealing in ‘“futures.”” He
calls it life insurance, and
vet he cannot insure your
life against the coming of the
grim  messenger, and he
knows it. What he is real-
ly sell:ng vou is a contract
to give vour heirs a certain
amount in the event of your
death.

Life insurance is a mis-
nomer. No one knows who
invented the term, so it is
not possible to reach him;
but certain it is that the
term is misapplied and tends
to deceive the popular mind
as to the real nature of the

insurance business—indeed
I think it not unlikely that
the use of the term *‘life in-
surance’’ has tended to re-
tard its universal acceptance
by investing it with an at.
mosphere of chance. It en.-
courages the notion that life
insurance is ‘‘a gamble”
when the truth is, it is a sav.
ings bank for the man who
would like to make some pro-
vigion for his family in the
event of his death and who
would never make use of the
ordinary savings institu.
tions.

Now, could any commodity
be hetter adapted to news-
paper advertising? Here is
something a man doesn’t
want to talk about, and yet
he knows he onght to have
it.  He doesn't want to
listen to the importunities
of agents, many of whom do
not understand either life in-
surance or Human Nature.
He is willing to read about
the benefits of life insur-
ance during his leisure mo-
ments. He is willing to be
“educated.”” And think of
how many persous the news-
paper can ‘‘eauncate’’ re-
garding life insurance while
the agent is talking to one
**possibility. "

Newspaper ad ver tising
need not displace the agent,
It should be used to develop
*possibilities’’ for the agent.
Think of the time wasted by
the average agent on impos-
sibilities!  With intelligent
newspaper advertising the
hundreds of inquiries that
are devoloped would lead the
agent to persons who are
actually  * possibilities *"—
persons who had really giv-
en so0me serious thuught to
life insnrance. If the ad-
vertising copy is written on
the right lines it would soon
draw inquiries from a long
and attractive list of persons
who have already been ‘‘ed-
ucated' and who are in a
receptive mood and who are
only waiting to learn what
advantages one company
may possess over another
company.
